| but a Servant : I ſhall confider the time #: 
| only towards his Death ; wherein, in a: 
| moſt eſpecial manner, his great love to. 
Mankind 1s manifeſted : For as every 
natural motion groweth more ardent -

- towards the end ; ſo the Love of Chriſt 

towards the true Church , his Spoutle! 
Not chat he loved us better in the lat: 
ter part of his Litez but ir did then 
moſt appear ; As ſome fore of Fire, the 
more Water is thrown upon it, the hot: 
ter jt turns fo both che Apprehenfion 
and Prefznce of Death was fo far from 
lelſening his Love, thar ic did rather en- 
creale it, | 

Therefore, as in all the Paſſages of 
this Life, ſo more eſpecially towards 
his Death, all bis Doctrine was Holy, 

Juſt, and Good , (Milk for the Weak, 
Meat for the Strong, Medicine for the Sick, 
not too deep for the Simple, nor too ſhallow | 
for the Wiſe ) but as a Ford wherein the | 
Lamb may wade, and the Elephant 
fwim ; all his Actions were the Works 
of Juitice and Mercy , Examples of all 
Vertues? but moſt eſpecially of Huma- 
nity, which is the Foundation of all o- 
ther Vertues, as Love, Pity and Com- , 

paſſion, whereof our Milſzries ſtood moſt 

\. in need. 

— + All his Life was fo Pure and Holy, | 
that by that Example he hath fer us 5 | 
we may plainly fee what is either want- 
ing or amils in our flves3z even the

2. written within 
by Inſtrution, without by Example of 
Life ; wherein we have what to contems 
plate, what to imitate, and whatto edmire : 
So that whoſoever doth not only ſtudy, * 
but like the Prophet, ſeek, he ſhall attain | 

- ineſtimable, both Knowledge and YVertue. 

When our Saviour begun his Paffion in 
the Garden of Gethſemane , he was ac- 
companied wich thoſe Three Diſciples, 
who not long before had ſeen his Glori- 
ous Transfiguration upon Mount Tabor ; 
to the end, that ſeeing lo great a Change, 
they might be ſenſible of che greatneſs 
of God's Severity, and of his Love. O 
Treafſur2 of Heaven! O Light and Life 
of the World ! How was his Glory ob« 
icured ! his Strength abated ! his Cou- 

rage appaled! inſomuch that he did ac- 
knowledge to his Diſciples, that bis Soul 
was beavy unto death. 

Our Saviour began his Confli&t with  :; 
Prayer, giving Example to us in aKonr * 
Troubles to do the like 3- teaching us at 
join what manner we ought to; pray:; 
firſt, in that be did fall. proſtrate upon: 
the Ground, he did thereby- inſtru *

us, that wich the greaceſt- Hamility.,

and Reverence we muſt preſent our ' 
ſelves before the Majeſty of Almighty * 
God: Secondly, by bis earneſt praying, 
with what fervency of Spirit we ought to 
beat at Heaven Gates. Thirdly, by bis 
often praying, we have an Example of 
Perſeverance, until he that doth engage 
us to beg, ſhall let us have his Favour fo 
far as to obtain. Laſtly, He bath taught 
ar to renounce our own Wills, and to reſign 
eur deſires to the pleaſure of Almighty God. 
Thele things, if at all times we endea- 
vour to perform, but eſpecially in the 
Agonies of Death, the Angels will cer- 
tainly come to comfort us ; tor God will 
certainly ſend us- ſtrength to bear, what 
he is not pleaſed to remove. 

But wherefore did our Saviour pray, 
that if it were poſſible this Cup might paſs 
from bim ? Did he not freely and volun- 
carily offer up himſelt for Sin to fave Sin- 
ners? yes, defirouſly; for no neceflity 
could be caft upon him ; no complaint 
of Juſtice, becauſe he was innocent z no 
neceflity chrough weakneſs, becauſe he , 
was Almighty, for he had Twelve Legi- 
| - ons of Angels at his Command ; bur it | 
t wasto comfort and itrengthen his weak- 
- hearted Members, that their Courage 
"MF might 
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in the Garden. 4 
might not be caſt down under any Tnal _ 
or Tribulation that God might call them 
to! And alſo he did hereby declare, 
That hedid bear the natural weaknelſles - 
of our Fleſh : For none can pollibly ima-+ 
gine the greatne{5of thoſe Sorrows and: 
Miſeries that he went through. 

Laſtly, He would manifeſt to us, 
Thar he did confilt of two Natures, 
and two Wills 3 not fo ſeparate as to 
make two Perſons, nor ſo confounded 
as to make one Nature and Will, but 
diſtinguiſh'd in their cflential Properties 
and Operations. In his Humane Will, 
he did pray to void this Cup ; in his 
Divine Will, he did defire it. He did de- * 
fire Death, in regard of the end 3 but in 
regard to it ſelf, he did pray co avoid it. 
Yet his Humane Will was not contrary 
or repugnant to his Divine Will : Yet 
being {urprized with the fear of Death, 
through the frailty of his Humane Will,. 
he ſeemed not to think of that which he 
perfe&ly did Enow 3 not as drawing or 
declining irom his Father's Will, but 
forthwich reſuming his Relolution, ſub- 
micted himſelf to his Decree. _

* Andfirſt begun his Sorrows in his Soul. 
| For as Sin beginneth always at the Soul, 
and from thence extendeth to the Body, 
* ir was moſt proper chat the Punithmenc 
of Sin ſhould begin ac che Soul, and after- 
wards proceed to the Body. 

| This Grief of Soil of our Saviour's 
| Was very great, as One of the Evan- 
gelilts ceſtifieth, Afar. 26. 37. He began 
to wax ſorrowfu!, and grievouſly troubled : 
Another, Mark 14. 34. Pe began to be 
. afraid, and in great heavineſs : and ſays, 
Luke 22. 14. He was in an Ayony. But 
ina more peculiar manrer he cid ex- 
' preſs it himſelf, Mar. 26. 38. Now 
& my Soul troubled, now # my Soul heavy 
even wito death-;. and allo by Actions:

| in that when no violence was offered to 
h's Body, no Man ſtood near him to do 
him any harm ; he was ſo much inward- 
ly dreſſes in Spirit, and in fo great an 
Agony, that in an extream cold Night, 
- when he lay upon the cold Earth, all the 
Forces of his Body were diſtra&ted, the 
» Humours diſturbed, the Pores opened,. 
and he was caſt into a great and bloody 
Sweat : not a thin faint Sweat, but con- 
fiſting of ſuch great Drops, which iſſued 
ſo plenteouſly trom! every part of his 
Body, that they came through his Ap- 
parel, and trickled to the Ground in 
great abundance, Luke 22. 44. Sure never 
was any Garden thus watered, never 
Ground thus wet. Adam might moiliten 
the Earth with che Sweat of his Brows ; 
but never was it moiſtned but at that 
time with a bloody Sweat. 


let us therefore look upon our Sa- 
viour, and upon our ſelves: Upon our 
Saviour as upon the trus Adam: not 


calt, bur came out of Paradice of his 


' own Love and free Will, for to redeem 
; us from our Sins, labouring in a bloo-

For then were repreſented to him the 
Sins of the whole World, both paſt and 
tocame; which to him who bears ſo 
great a Love an:! Zzal tro the Honour of 
his Pather, it could nor but be an un- 
ſpzakable Sorrow and Trouble to him. 

Then allo was preſented to him the 
molt terrible fighe in the World, the 
great Fury of the Father, before whoſe 
Majelty, when he is not moved to 
Wrath, the Angels cover their Faces, 
> = the Mountains ſweat, the Earth trem- 
* bleth, rhe Sea flyechz before whom, if

Words can the Wiſdom of Men deviſe 
to repreſent the terribleneſs of that Judg- 
ment that was againſt him, who was to 
drink of the whole Cup of his Father's 
Wrath ; not for one Sin only, but for 
the Sins of the whole World; and if he 
had left one drop, if he had not drank 
up the very Dregs, we had not been ex- 
cuſed from eternal Damnation. Alſo he 
beheld the Ingrauttude of many, who 
would not endeavour to make any profit 
totheir own Souls, of this great Benefit, 
which doubtleſs was a ſharper cut to him 
than all the oucward Torments he endu- 
red; even as it is leſs grievous to a Man 
to take pains for another, than to know 
that his pains ſhall not be regarded. 

Our bleſſed Saviour did bend under 
this heavy Burthen, and dipt his Gar- 
ments in his own Blood ; and he took 
the Cup of his Father's V:ath, which 
had no mixture of Mercy in tc: He did 
lay upon his Shoulders a lighe Burthen, 
and a fweet Yoke : bur we have laid ups 


on him an n:mercitul Told, which 
nons but h 1:..it is atl; to bear.

He was neither privily made away, 
nor tumultuouſly (lain; he dyed not in 
a Corner that dyed tor all the Wald ; hel 
was condemned in the publick place of 
Judgment, and ſuff:red upon the com 
mon place of Execution; upon a Day 
Ind a Year of the greateſt Solemnity that 
could be. God fet him upon the ſtage of 
the World, ro declare as well his rury 
againit Sin, as his Love and Mercy to- 
wards Sinners. 


O Glorious C«lvary! where the Prince 
of Light did enccunter and overcome 
the Prince of Darkneſs, where at one in 
ſtant our Lite for a time ended ; and our 
Peach vid for ever dye; Therefore let us 
not oaly ſeek our Saviour 1a the Temple, 
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but upon Mount Calvary; for in the Tem- 
ple he ſcourged Sinners; but upon the 
Mount he dicd for them, upon that he 0- 
pened his Arms to einbrace them. 


It was objected againſt him, that he 


was a Friend to Publicans and Sinners : 


True, he was a true Friend to'thEm in- 
deed, but his Friendſhip did never more 
plainly appear than in this Action, and 
upon this place 3 in this place he was moſt 
friendly to Sinners : In Heaven he is 
Glorious: In Hell furious: In the World 
marvellous; but upon Mount Calvary he 
was' Merciful and Gracious; and with- 
out his Mercy upon Mount Calvary, we 
could never enjoy his Glory in Hea- 
Ven. 


Well thenlet ou; Souls accompany our 
bleſſed Saviour in this painfnl Patlage, to- 
wards this place of his Combard, allo bow 
our ſelves under his Crofs; not upon ne- 
cellity and conſtraint, as did Simon Cire- 
nes, tor nothing 1s more grievous to 
ſerve or be ſerved by Conſtraints but let us 
do it cheartully and freely, which wilt be _ 
beſt accepted by him. For although : 


he can command us as Slaves, yet will ©

-. howſocever his Body was enfecbled, part 
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he have us entreated as Sons. Let u 
not be aſhamed to ſtoop under Chriſt! 
Croſs ; for he hath now taken away both 
the Infamy and the Qurſe of the Croſs !

Throne of Judgment ; be not aſhamed 
of that Name which was a Reproach 
among the Romans, as Gibbet-bearer, or 
Crofs-carrier 3 becauſe MalefaQors uſed 
to bear their own Croſls.

By this we may ſec which is the beſt 
way to obtain favour of our Lard Jeſus

When Tears cry to God, when he is im- 
portuned by true Tears, he will not de- 
lay to come to comfort us, but will grow 
preſently familiar wirh us. 


But, O Redeemer of our Lives, where- 
fore is it thy Pleaſure that we ſhould not 
weep for thee ? Thou didſt weep for

fon to ſhew Compaſſion to the Wicked 
while they live, than the Good when 
they dye? For it is better to dye, than 


to live amongſt wicked Men, becauſe in| 


Death there is but one bitter Morſel to 
{wallow, but the Society of the Wicked 
15 a continual Torment, 


Or, Laſtly, Didſt thou mean that we 
ſhould not weep for thee, in compaflion 
to our ſelves, becauſe our Sins are fo 
great, that we have time little enough 
to lament for them 7 And as thou art 
grieved at our Sins more than thy own 
Sufferings, ſo thou takeſt greater plea- 
ſure that we let fall Tears for them, chan 
for thee; for if we ſhould not bewail our 
- Sins, thy ſuffering for us will lictle avail 
- Us. 
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Firſttherefore we muſt weep in com- 
paſſion to our ſelves, and then for thy 
Paffion : We muſt acknowledge our 
Offences firſt, and then be much agrie- 
ved for thy Wounds : for if thou hadſt 


| ſuffered for thy ſelf, it ſhould have been 


our Duty to weep only for thee 3 but 
fince thou didſt ſuffer for our Sins, it is 
moſt convenient that we ſhould pour 
forth Tears principally for them.

} was betrayed, apprehended, ſcorned, 
 reviled, ſpit upon, and buffeted in the 
#& Night; ſo ic was not inconvenient that | 

the reſidue of this Work of Darkneſs 

ſhoald in Darkneſs be accompliſhed, | 
even as he ſaid to the Jews, Luke 22. | 
52. This is your very bour and power of | 
Darkneſs. But let us conſider, here are 
three Miracles before us: Firſt, That } 
- this Eclipſe of the Sun happen'd on. 
* the Fourteenth Day of che Moon;

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that is, in the full Oppolition of the 
Sun and the Moon : Whereas natural 
Ecliples happen in their Conjundion, 
when the Moon is direly interpoſed - 
between the Sun and our Sight. It con- 


| tinued the ſpace of three Hours, whereas  / 
natural Ecliples continue not above the © 


fourth'part of an Hour, and hardly chat, 
It was a total Eclipſe, which never hap- 
pened by the [nterpoſition of the Moon, 
by reaſon it is ſo far inferiour to the Sun 
in magnitude. 


What then ſhall we ſay, but that 
the Sun drew in his Light, becauſe ic 
ſhould not diſplay ſo fad a Spectacle ! 


'That the Heavens hid their Beauty , 


and ſuited themſelves to their Makers 
State, that they covered the Body of 
Jeſus, that was facrilegiouſly uſed, with 
Darkneſs as with a Veil ! One Star

Jews detired of Pate, that the crucified 2} 
Bodies might not hang upon the Crols,3 
being very ſcrupulous in ſmall Matters, 7? 
but had wide and naughty Conſciences 
in Matters of Weight. Againſt Jeſus chey : 
made particular Suit, that his Sepulcher 
{ſhould be made ſure for three Days, leſt 
his Body might be taken away, becauſe 
he had ſaid, that wichin three Days he 
would riſe again to Life.

So they buried him in a Garden, cloſe * 
, | adjoining to the City, whereby the Pro- : 
' | vidence of God did cut off many Cavils

| In this Garden Toſeph of Arimathes, 
| In his Life-cime had buile his Tomb, 
| which doubtleſs he did, to put himſelf 
in remembrance of Death, in the very 
midſt of his Delights ; but the entomb- - 
ing this Body of Jeſus, in this Gar- 
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*den in the midſt of our chiefeft De 
*lights, Chonld make us always mindful of 
; his Death. 


+ | His Body was richly dreſſed to the Fu- 
 neral, that the Prophecy of him might 
be fulfilled, 1. 53. 9. His Grave ſhall be 
F with the Rich at bis Death. And further, 
* to maniteſt thz tame unto us, which he 
* ſpake upon the Croſs, that he had ac- 
compliſhed his Charge ; that the terrible

Laſtly, they ſtopped the Mouth of the 
Sepulcher with a great Stone, which could 
not without great force and noiſe be ro]- 
led away ; they ſealed this Stone, and 
ſet a Guard of. their own Men at Arms 
about it, to make ſure, as they thought, 
that his Body ſhould not be taken away : 
bur as it uſually falleth out, that the
